" (2) The rate of ilrawback of duty admissible under these rules on 
the shipment of the goods in the prescribed manner shall be the 
average amount of customs duty paid on imported materials 
used in the manufacture of the goods and this shall be deter¬ 
mined every tlrree months on the basis of statements, furnished 
by the registered manufacturer and verified by the authorised 
Chief Customs Officer, of the average value of and duty paid 
on the imported materials used in the manufacture of the goods, 
imported during the preceding year or any longer period in 
respect of any or all of the imported materials, as the authorised 
Chief Customs Officer may deem convenient.”
